CHAPTER 90 


PROBLEMS FOR 
SELECTMEN 


With the residents of Lowell 
Street reportedly planning a mass 
descent on the Board of Selectmen 
next week, because of their de- 
cision to widen that street to 36 
feet, and a seeming spirit of non- 
cooperation on the part of Ballard- 
vale residents, Monday night, in 
a session that lasted over an hour 
it would appear that the Selectmen 
of Wilmington may possibly have to 
scout around for another Chapter 
90 project for 1963. 

Chapter 90 is the statute where- 
by the State, County and Town 
share in costs of construction of 
inter-town roads, but with the 
town paying for all land damages, 

The Monday night meeting was 
called by the Selectmen for the 
purpose of explaining what would 
happen on Ballardvale Street, when 
the work was done there. Over 
40 interested persons, mostly re- 
sidents of the street or their re- 
presentatives were present, 

The Selectmen, through Town 
Manager Bouchard, explained that 
if there were extensive ‘damages’ 
for the land taking involved there 
was a chance that the street might 
not be constructed, 

In this year’s project there will 
be 12 land takings, and in the 
entire project there are to be 47, 
Only three of the land owners 
in any way indicated, at the time 
of the hearing, that they might 
possibly signan agreement waiving

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THE POLICE BRAWL 


Rumors are flying because of the brawl last 
Thursday in which Wilmington police were in- 
volved. There are tales of broken fists and 
arms, and of a cop putting a fist through a 
door in an effort to strike a superior officer. 
There are, too, tales of "several dozen" being 
involved. Some of them, at keast, are the pro- 
duct of wishful thinking. 

The Tow Crier, in reporting on the average 
resident of this town, has always refrained 
from publishing stories which would hurt indi- 
viduals as such. The "drunk" cases, for in- 
stance, generally have a wife and or children 
at home who would be hurt by such a story. In 
instances of a more serious affront to society, 
- a house-breaking for instance, the story is 
more fully reported. 

In this instance, although the policemen are 
public employees, the Town Crier is refraining 
from the publication of names unless it becomes 
in the judgement of this paper, necessary, 

It can be said that the Chief of Police, on 
the basis of available evidence, seems to be 
handling the case in a very creditable manner, 
and that he deserves the support of the town in 
his efforts. 

EXECUTIVE SESSION 


The Board of Selectmen had a one hour and 
seven minute Executive Session, Monday night, 
without even a secretary present. It was one of 
the kind where people let their hair down and 
talk. 

AS could be expected, the police brawl oc- 
cupied “some of their time - about 10 minutes, 
and, it seems without any definite conclusions. 

There were other discussions too. 

Charles Bkack and Wavie Drew had a few words 
to say to the Town Manager, in fact at one 
point they really "lit into him". 

Mr. De Felice had a few words co say to Mrs. 
Drew - he accused her of "talking with the 
girls in the front office - whatever kind of 
crime that is. He felt quite strongly on the 
matter. 

But the real subject was the tax bills. 

A few weeks ago TM Jerry Bouchard changed 
the type of paper to be used in preparing tax 
bills; to one put out by the National Cash Re- 
gister Company. He seems to have had the advice 
of Town Accountant Bob Peters, when he did this 

The NCR paper (as it is known) is widely 
used (in fact the Town Crier uses it), but the 
Assessors seem to feel that it is not suitable 
for their purposes. Their records are open to 
the public, and frequently are inspected by Tom 
Dick, and Harry.’ They become marked up, inad- 
vertantly, and the feeling is that the NCR pa- 
per will not stand the abuse. 

The assessors had been shooting for a June 1 
deadline, in getting out the tax bills. Bou- 
chard assured the Town Crier, several weeks ago 


that they would be out in time.

Just where the tax bill situation is at pre- 
sent is not known to this paper, but using the 
NCR paper involves sending the materials to an 
upstate New York City once or more times, and 
the assessors are unhappy over this. 

Formerly the tax bills were made out by one 
of several machines in the cellar of the Tow 
Hall, one made by the Addressograph people. It 
was bought six or seven years ago by former 
Principal Assessor Fred Calabrese, and is de- 
signed to allow names to be shifted, with re- 
gards to the various lots of land, as sales are 
made. 

The machine takes a month or two to "make 
ready" each year, that is to say, to bring the 
information up to date. After that it is like 
eating pie - the bills just roll out, and there 
is a permanent record which is bound in a led- 
ger, and is available to the public. 

The assessors like the machine because it is 
always under their control. They are not happy 
about the upper New York part of the current 
practice, for just the opposite reason. 

At one point during Monday night's discus— 
sion Bouchard said "I don't like that machine 
in the cellar". Whether he was speaking of the 
Addressograph or not is not certain, but it may 
be presumed that he was. 

Bouchard, in his first two months, has been 
running what old Navy men would call a "taut 
ship", which, generally speaking, is a good 
sign of a. capable executive. Sometimes, how- 
ever, a ship.can be too "taut". 


THAT WORD "FINEST" 


The more one thinks of the Special Town Meet 
ing, and the use of the word "finest" by John 
Brooks, in describing a so-so lot of land,: and 
in further implying that there was a sacrifice 
involved, the more amused one becomes. 

Think of a ruler of 24 inches long, and a 
buneh of children's playing blocks, each with a 
two inch face. 

By spacing those blocks along the ruler, a 
child can get 24 blocks touching the ruler. If 
he curves them around one end he can make it a 
total of 25.~ 

That is the case, in the real estate devel- 
opment that is proposed in back of the new 
school. The developer was able to get in a to- 
tal of 25 lots, by curving around the end of 
the proposed road, but then he still had about 
100 feet of space left, 50 feet to a side. 

On the west side of his road he used up that 
50 feet by meeting a "right of way" 40 feet 
wide, to Linda Road, and making this into a 
proposed exit. But, as of the Town Meeting, h 
still had 50 feet of space to spare on the east 
side - space he wouldn't use if the Town didn't 
accept it. 

In other words, even if it had been the "fi- 
nest" lot there would have been no sacrifice on 
his part, for any developer would be happy to 
have a private pedway right to a school. iouses 
sell quicker, under such conditions. 

In addition, however, as our politician
